As a result of our strenuous 
life and our carelessness in ex- 
posing ourselves to injury. to 
high-powered activity without 
adequate rest periods, we alnfost 
all suffer from some form of ill- 
ness or defect. Even a very mild 
illness leaves some sort of weak- 
ness following it. 

The ability of our tissues to re- 
pair injury and restore héalth ts 
our entire source of recovery. We 
cut a finger and the two sur- 
faces are separated. We place the 
cut edges as close together as 
possible and nature heals the 
wound. This leaves a scar and 
the finger is not so perfect as be- 
fore, though it is usually as ser- 
viceable. . 

We contract tuberculosis from 
exposure to the germs, our re- 
sistance is great enough to de- 
stroy the enemies and heal the 
‘wound, but a scar is left. Perfect 
bealth is practically an unknown 
quantity.

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Exercise Can 
Bring Body to 
Right Weight

N THIS modern beauty age it 
shouldn’t be necessary to re- 
mind you that you need’ exercise 
constantly. You know that some 
physical exercise is just as essen- 
tial to the beauty of your body as 
creams and tonics and massage 


“are to your face, but the flesh is 


often weak where the spirit is 
willing.

Now. that vanity makes you 
want to be as lithe and slender as 
a nymph in your new bathing 
suit, maybe you will get busy.

near the

back muscles. The chests hould 
be well:out and the abdominal 
muscles flat and tense. 

Repeat the exercise in the first 
position three times, then raise 
the other knee and repeat three 
times. Rest and repeat the en- 
tire exercise. 

2. Now kneeling on all-fours, 
relax the head and spine, leaving 
the elbows limp so the body is 
bent forward as far as possible. 
Now start to rise up, using the 
muscles of the lower back. Pull 
the trunk slowly upward and at 
the same time straighten the 
thighs. As you raise the body 
move the arms outward to the 
sides. 

In the final] position the body is 
upright from the knees and the 
head dropped backward with the 
neck muscles relaxed and the 
arms sidewise at shoulder height. 
Keep the shoulders dropped and 
relaxed. Return to the first posi- 
tion and repeat three times. Rest 
and go through the entire exer- 
cise again. 


3. Now if you want to. unlim- 
ber any kinks that these rather 
complicated and difficult exer- 
cises may have given you, roll 
over on your back and with your 
feet in the air kick vigorously as 
though you were practicing a 


swimming stroke. This is good 
for any pads of flesh around the 
waistline, even though it seems 
restful after the foregoing exer- 
cises.

ROM soup to bonbons, fresh 

seasonable fruits add variety.

Pour over the bananas and dot 
liberally with butter. Bake in a 
moderate oven for ten to fifteen 
minutes, basting frequently.
